IN THE CLAIMS 

Please amend claims 30, 31, 38, 40, 49, 54, 55 and 56 as follows. 

30. (Amended) A mesoporous silica prodtrct, comprising: 
a fiber having a diameter of at least 5 microtia with mesopores therein, 
whereby the mesoporous silica product is farmed by a process including [any one or 

more of the steps including] dry spinning[,] or filler drawing and rapid evaporation. 

31. (Amended) A calcined mesoporous silica film on a substrate formed by a 
process comprising [any one or more of the steps including spin coating, dip coating and 
evaporation]^ 

dispensing a surfactant-containing precursor solution on the substrate; 
forming a film on the substrate py rapid evaporation of the precursor solution on the 
substrate; and 

heating the film on the subsfrate to a temperature sufficient to decompose the 
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
